Mrs Welch gained her licence 
as a pilot of powered aircraft 
when she was 17, was a ferry 


pilot during the war and’ gave a 
gliding demonstration, at last 
year’s Farnborough Air Show. 

The team includes Colonel 
Anthony Deane Drummond of 
the Special Air Service Regi- 
ment, a wartime Airborne Forces 
hero. He was British Gliding 
Champien in 1957 and last year 
won the Frank Faster Trophy 
for the fastest speed round 2 
100 kilometres triangle. 

FULL CONFIDENCE 

The two Naval Commanders 
are brothers. Nicholas Goodhart 
of HMS Ark Royal has been 
second in the last two National 
Gliding Championships of 1957 
and 1959 and last year won the 
Manio Cup for a fiight of 359 
miles at 56.4 mph in Britain. 
Scarcely a month ater his 
brother, Anthony _Goodhart, 
who {is attached to NATO at 
Fontainebleau, made, a flight in 
France of 384 miles. 

All three flying members of 
the British team, which totals 
13, have many gliding feats to 
their credit, gaining high awards 
for their prowess.
